«9, No Subaltern Officer shall be hereafter

a prescribed examination in the Hindostanee lan- 
guage, such as to prove his competence to converse 
freely with the men under his Command: unless 
his appointment shall be rendered indispensable 
by the absence of a Junior Officer who is qualified 
for the duty: and any Subaltern Officer hereafter 
appointed to this charge who may not have so 
passed, shall not be permitted to draw the Com- 
mand allowauce assigned to it. 


10. No Assistant Surgeon hereatter posted to 
the Medieal Charge of Native Troops shall re- 
ceive the Staff Salary annexed to it, unlesg he has 
passed the’required examination in Hindostanee. 


Jl. You will observe that by the preceding 
Regulations we have made no distinction with res- 
pect to the eligibility of Officers to the advantages 
of Command and Medical charge as affected by the 
date of their admission to the Service. We con- 

sider it to be an inherent condition of every 
Military Appointment bestowed by us that the 
Officer receiving it shall, in due course, qualify 
himself for the performance of the Regimental 
duties which it entails: and we cannot allow 
of any exception whatever to the conditions pre-

12. It is not our wish or intention that, Officers 
should be compelled, @ qualification for the 
Command of Troops or Compzénies, or for a Medi-

In compliance with our application 
in the usual form to the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s ‘Treasury, a Warrant has been 
issued by Her Majesty (of which a copy is en- 
closed) granting the Booty taken at Knelat to the 
East India Company upon trust, to retain one 
moiety for their own use, and to distribute the 
other moiety among the Captors, agreeably to the 
instructions therein contained. 


2. We have now the eatisfaction to convey to 
you our resolution to grant the Captors the 
moiety of the Booty which Her Majesty has been 
graciously pleased to place at our disposal. 

3. You willtake the necessary measures for 
distributing the shares respectively due to such 
Officers and Soldiers as are in India, agreeably to 
the instructions contained in the Warrant, after 
deducting the Stamp Duty and Fees on the grant 
amounting to Eight Hundred and ‘Thirty-eight 
Pounds, I’our Shillings, (£338-4-0,) and you will 
remit to us the amougt of the shares of such 
Officers and Soldiers as may have returned to 
England, accompanied by the necessary Reports 
and Returns, toenable us to complete the distribu- 
tion ia this country.

An Act fur legalizing the infliction of Corporal 
Punishment in cases of Pelgy Larceny geurrally, 
and when committed by offenders of tender age. 

I. Whereas it is expedient until adequate im- 
provements in Prison Discipline can bo effected, to 
substitute corporal punishment for‘ imprisonment 
in the case of certain offences : 

It is hereby enacted, in modification of C. 1, 
S.2, Regulation II, of 1834, that it shall be compe- 
tent to a Magistrate, on conviction in cues of 
thefts of property not exceediny in value the sum 
of Fifty Rupees, to sentence the person convicted 
to corporal punishment not exceeding thirty 
stripes of a ratan. my 

II. And whereas it is also expedient, that 
offenders of tender age should be punished rather 
in the way of School discipline than of ordinary 
criminal justice: 

It is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent 
to a Magistrate, and he is hereby required, on con- 
viction in cases of theft of property not exceeding 
in value thesum of Fifty Rupees, if the person con- 
victed shall appear to him by inspection or other 
evidence to be of such tender years as to require 
punishment rather in the way of School discipline 
than of ordinary criminal justice, to sentence such 
person to corporal punishment with a light ratan, 
not exceeding ten stripes.

those drawn by ‘Troops in Hindostan while in the 
Field. f 

. Further, the Lines of Troops in Scinde being 
different in construction from those in Hindostan 
and more expensive, they have been erected at the 
Public charge. 

It ia known to the Troops that when the price 

f Ottah is above 15 Seers the Rupee, Compen- 
sation in Money for the excess of price is now 
given to them at the rate of a Seey, a day, for each 
man. 


With the view of prdviding, as is done in Her 
Majesty’s Service, that the Soldiers’ ration shall 
never cost him more than a fixed moderate sum, 
the Governor General in Council shiny it expe- 
dient to extend the principle of giving Compenea- 
tion in Money in the case of high prices to the 
other minor Articfs composing the Sepoys’ 
ration, and it is accordingly notified that when- 
ever the price of Dholl is above ten Seers the 
Rupee, that of Ghee above two Seers the Rupee, 
and that of Salt above eight Seers the Rupee, 
Coppentation Money for the excess of price will 
be given to the Troops at the rate of two Chit- 
tacks of Dholl, one Chittack of Ghee, and one 
third of a Chittack of Salt a day for each man. 


* This rule is made generally applicable to the 
Troops of all the Presidencies. 

She Governo# General in Council considers it 
right that in Scinde as elsewhere there should be 
a difference between the Allowances given to 
‘Troops in Cantonments and those given to them 
inthe Field: aud in practice this has been the 
case; for the ra Allowance, called “ Money 
Rations,” that is, the Allowance of Rations or of 
their equivalent in Money in excess of Pay and 
Full Batts, was withdrawn during the years 1840 
and 1841, when the Troops in Scinde were in 
Cantonments without an Enemy in the Field, was 
again granted from the Ist of January 1842, when 
extensive movements became again neceesary, and 
was again withdrawn from the Ist of July last, 
when the Troops went into Cantonments and no 
Enemy was in the Field. 











Scinde being now permanently annexed to the 
British Dominions, the Governor General. in 
Council deems it better to define by .a General 
Rale, the fature Allowances of ‘Troops serving in 
that Province than to vary their amount from 
time to time according to circumstances, by 
special and occasional directions. Accordingly, 
His Lord-hip in Council now notifies that ‘l'roops 
in Cantonments in Scitde will continue to draw 
the same Allowances which are dtawn in the
